Be- 
fore coming to Haverhill, he was 
on the faculties of Havana and 
Camaguey Universities and 
Commissioner of Education of 
Camaguey Province, Cuba. 

In memory of this warm-heart- 
ed man, it is appropriate to 
quote his deeply expressive 
words concerning his loved and 
unhappy motherland, Cuba.

ENROLLMENT 
ORIENTATION 


‘The initial part of Freshman 
enrollment began on September 
9th and 10th with orientation. 
The program began with talks 
‘by various members of the Stu- 
dent Council, Senior Class, Fac- 
ulty, and Administration. The 
talks were on several themes, 
ranging from College policy and 
regulations, to study habits and 
social activities. The second part 
of he program consisted of a 
Faculty Tea. The Tea was given 
in the Library on the the 10th 
of September in the afternoon 
and served the purpose of in- 
troducing the Freshmen to the 
Faculty. 

Registration began with the 
Seniors on September 11th and 
ended with the Freshmen on the 
following day. The process of 
registration served two pur- 
poses. Registration for courses 
itself was the primary purpose, 
a second being the opportunity 
to acquaint ourselves with our 
Faculty advisors. When the en- 
tire process was completed, the 
actual number of enrolled stu- 
dents could be determined. 

The total number of students 
amounts to 393, and more than 
two-thirds are male students. 
There are only 119 female stu- 
dents. 

Of the four programs of study, 
the Business program has the 
greatest number, with 144 stu- 
dents enrolled. The Liberal Arts 
General follows closely with 16 
less than the Business program. 
In the Liberal Arts Transfer pro- 
gram there are 76 enrollees. The 
Electronics-Technology program 
follows with 45 enrolled. 

We have grown in compari- 
son to last years’ enrollment. 
This-year reveals an additional 
53 students enrolled in the Col- 
lege. The expansion of the Col- 
lege is certainly evident by the 
great number of new faces seen 
around. 


The President 
And His Hour 


Sitting behind the desk in his 
office, Harold Bentley, President 
of Northern Essex Community 
College, declared, “I enjoy life 
to its fullest, and the company 
of young people who show prom- 
ise, particularly gives me great 
pleasure.” 

President Bentley, father of 
four children, has had numer- 
ous occasions to work with the 
various types of people in to- 
day’s society. He attended Penn 
College, Grinnell College, Hart- 
tord Seminary Foundation, Bos- 
ton University, and London Uni- 
versity. 

He was for twenty years a 
minister in the Congregational 
Christian Church, former Chap- 
lain to the New Hampshire Leg- 
islature, also former Director 
of Worcester Junior College, 
President of the New England 
Junior College Council, and Di- 
rector of the American Associa- 
tion of Junior Colleges. Prest- 
dent Bentley has for the past 
fifteen years been a pioneer and 
leader in the development of the 
junior college movement. 

In October, 1960, he was ap- 
pointed head of Northern Essex 
Community College. At this 
time, the College was only a 
plan, rather than an actuality. 
He proceeded to organize the 
staff and curriculum -for the 
first class of freshmen, while at 
the same time getting the build- 
ing ready in which the College 
was to be housed. Through his 


tireless efforts, Northern Essex 
Community College 
reality. 

President Bentley attributes 
a great deal of his success to 
the fact that he had the good 
judgment to marry an intelligent 
and sympathetic woman. 

The President's Hour is a 
means of communication used 
by President Bentley to enable 
him to express his thoughts to 
the student body, and to develop 
a feeling of cooperation and 
pride among the students. Its 
purpose is to educate, orientate

THE LEOPARD 
by Guiseppe di Lampedusa 
This novel has won the ac- 
claim of critics throughout the 
world. I can but add my person- 
al approval and praise to that 
of the others, for it is truly a 

remarkable work. 

The Leopard is more than the 
story of a prince of Sicily. It is 
the chronicle of a way of life 
seen through noble instead of 
plebian eyes. It is a shrewd and 
revealing insight into the hearts 
and souls of those both noble 
and ignoble. 

Sicily comes alive through 
Lampedusa’s pen. The vivid pic- 
ture drawn of the land and clim- 
ate is absolutely sensual. Only 
a man deeply in love with the 
soil and nature could write in 
such a perceptive manner. 

The plot, as such, does not 
exist. The Leopard is about the 
life and death of a man and his 
way of life. It is clear as the 
story progresses how the death 
of this society leads to the 
Leopard’s inner demise. 

Lampedusa’s treatment of the 
time element is subtle and in- 
genious. The first chapter coy- 
ers a span of twenty-four hours, 
the ensuing six one year, and 
the concluding two, fifty years. 
The transitions are so smooth 
that there is no sensaion of hav- 
ing lost part of the story. 

The author’s treatment of the 
Leopard’s death is so real and 
expressive that it leads one to 
believe that Lampedusa had in- 
deed experienced death himself. 

The Leopard is a masterpiece 
of modern Italian literature. 
The work is nothing short of 
magnificent! Lampedusa’s story 
is the most important contribu- 
tion to literature Italy has made 
in this century. If you are a 
reader of contemporary classics, 
let this be your next selection.

Democracy, is not only in the 
battlefields, in the hills, and 
with arms in our hands, but our 
battle is also against the Com- 
munist propaganda that is using 
many ways to show that white is 
black and black is white. 

We, the Cuban people, love 
the United States very much be- 
cause we owe our freedom to 
the United States which helped 
us to break the Spanish chains. 

I am sure that sooner or later 
we will be free again, because 
God is on our side and because 
the Cubans love and know free- 
dom and cannot be defeated.”
